The saddlebags contained Aguiualdo's 
diary and some private papers, including 
proclamations.

Mnjor March, believing that the Fili- 


piuos bad taken to a river which is a 
tributary to the Chico, followed it for 
two days, reaching Tiao, where he learn- 
ed that a party of Filipinos had descend- 
ed the river May 20 on a raft, with the 
body of a dead or wounded man upoa a 
litter, covered with palm leaves. 


There Major March reviewed his com- 


muud, fchoele^s and exhausted, and pick- 
ed out 24. of the freshest men, with whom 
he beat the surrounding country for sis 
days longer, but without finding any 
trace of the insurgents. The Americans 
pushed on and arrived at Aparrt May 29. 


The officer shot was cither Aguinaldo 


or his adjutant, and as the horse was 
richly caparisoned it is a fair presump- 
tion that it was Aguinaldo. 


The soldiers of General Young, mili- 


tary governor of northwestein Luzon, 
captured early last month an insurgent 
otticer with papers revealing Aguinaldo's 
whereabouts. iGeitCirai Young immediate- 
ly organized for pursuit, giving Major 
March a chance to finish the > work begun 
in Xovombor. Major March left Caudpu 
May 10, hurrying north toward Laboa- 
gan, while Colonel Hare, with n battal- 
ion divided into two parts, started futm 
Bangued, province *>f Abra, covering the 
trails westward. 
The garrisoiih in the 


Caguyau valley were disposed in such a 
way as to guard the avenues of escape 
eastward.

Spies heralded tbe appioach of Major 


March with signal fires. On reaching 
Laboajcan he apprehended a letter in

A POUND OF COAL. 


The Great P»w«r It C«M Exert 


Mecaaaieal Wort, 


Let us take a pound of what we will 


call average coal, containing, say, 10,000 
heat units. This would be somewhat 
smaller in size than a man's fist. A 
poiftid of this coal, if expended in me- 
chanical work, would give us 236 horse- 
power. 
Imagine at the time of the 


ptmruohs two long lines of men, extend- 
iuj; over half a mile, all pulling steadily, 
at the command of the taskmaster, at a 
great rope to raise some huge obelisk, 
and as you see them sweating, tugging 
and training think again of this small 
lump of coal in which nature has placed 
an equal amount of power. 
In some 


countries men who have been specially 
trained >as poiters to carry heavy loads 
on their backs -will as a full day's work 
carry'a total of from 330 to COO pounds 
a distance of one mile. And yet each 
has expended but one-third of the power 
stored up in this pound of coal. 


An exceptionally strong man has been 


known to do one-half horsepower of -work 
as his mightiest effort, but in two and a 
half minutes woik at this rate exhausts 
bis muscular force. Let us suppose 100 
such men putting forth such extreme ef- 
foit at rope, or crank, or crowbar. As 
they fall back, ted faced and puffing, to 
catch their breaths, we might imagine 
this little black lump saying to them: "I 
can da as much as your whole company 
and then can stand it for fully two min- 
utes longer before I am exhausted!" 


Let us now turn to another portion of 


the human race. From, the earliest times 
spinning has been a much prized accom- 
plishment of the fair sex. We need look 
back only to our own grandmothers. We 
can picture them, from theiu own stories, 
told us when we were children, AS rosy 
cheeked-damsels sitting around the open 
fireplace and spinning from, early candle- 
' light till bedtime, let us say possibly two 
hours. Let us then suppose for a moment 
the thousands" of spindles rattling and 
whirling in a modern cotton factory, im- 
pelled by the power-locked up in ccfaL 
One pound of this coal -carries ~tbe poten- 
tial energy to do the work of 3,000 such 
spins teis. 


In sawing wood a man may work a1 


the rate of about GO strokes a minute and 
consider himself a "top sawyer." and his 
saw blade may have progresajjd five feet 
a minute, but a circular saw driven by 
machinery may be put through 70 times 
that distance and saw TO times- as much 
wood. And jet this one little pound of 
coal contains power enough for 180 such 
saws.—E. D. Meier in Cassier's Maga- 
zine,
